As We See It: 


‘Litterbugs’ Ready 
To Join Road Treks 


As any one can plainly see, it’s getting to be the 
time of year when the open road will beckon and we'll all 
will want to get out of the house, get into our autos, and 
view nature at its vernal best. 

Unfortunately, among those taking to the road will be 
another variety which proliferates in the spring: the litter- 
bug. 

An unattractive fellow is the litterbug. He’s made so 
not because of anything nature did to him, but rather 
because of the mess he leaves. 

Unlike our cartooned creature, the litterbug looks very 
much like you and me, when viewed objectively. 

Let’s not let the similarity get any closer than that. 
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Sequoia Tax /Meaerre 
A South County Problem 


Tonight, the Town Hall Association of San Mateo 
county ‘is to meet in San Mateo. One of the items on its 
agenda, says an announcement of the meeting, will be fur- 
ther consideration of the Sequoia High School District’s tax 
rate proposal for April 18. 

The Town Hall group thinks taxes should be lower 
and its members have a right to think so. Nobody will 
interfere with that right. 

However, taking a discussion of the tax proposal out 
of the district area might be construed as a subtle way of 
stacking a vote. 

Assume, for purposes of argument, that the attendance 
at tonight’s San Mateo meeting will be made up largely 
of north county residents, who have nothing to lose or 
gain by approving or disapproving of the Sequoia High 
School District’s proposal. 

Consider also that they might lack information on it— 
save what they've been given through Town Hall’s bulle- 
tins. 

It’s possible, that if a motion is made, declaring dis- 
approval of the Sequoia district’s tax proposal, it would 
pass. In any case, it’s likely that there'll be more non-dis- 
trict residents present than constituents of the Sequoia 
agency, and a combination of lack of information, irrespon- 
sibility and a desire to “show we're all united” might influ- 
ence the outcome if such a vote — if it’s asked. 

Considering that Town Hall — from its name, if noth- 
ing else—tries to identify itself with democratic proce- 
dures, the strategy of discussing a south county problem 
in the north county appears a little marginal. 

It's parallel to a practice which was deplored by one 
American statesman who wrote some time ago: 

“He has called together legislative bodies at places 
unusual, uncomfortable and distant from the repository of 
their public records, for the sole purpose of fatiguing them 
into compliance with his measures.”

State’s Policies 
Slowed by Intertia? 


As has been reported, the Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict has been endeavoring to get teachers with “more aca- 
demic training,” as compared with those who have taken 
the full set of state-required education courses. 

If a publication which comes to hand is any indication, 
the local school board’s efforts can be crowned, at best, 
with only partial success, for it appears that, in many cases, 
the state department of education’s requirements for cer- 
tification are somewhat less than realistic. 

The publication is a letter to the “Bulletin for the 
Council of Basic Education,” signed by one Francis P. 
Grady of Valley Stream, New York. 

Writes Grady: 

“The point has been made that stultifying ‘education’ 
courses discourage potential teachers. What is not so well 
known is that similar courses bar competent 
teachers from service in areas where they are desperately 
needed. High school teachers are in such short supply on 
the West Coast that official teams are dispatched from 
that region to eastern cities to recruit personnel. Aware of 
this, I applied for certification to the California Depart- 
ment of Education. 

“As of Feb. 1, I (was) eligible to retire from the New 
York City school system. For the past 13 years IT have 
been Dean of Boys at one of the largest New York City 
high schools, have an A.B., M.A, (Philosophy), an LL.B., 
have taught, with far better than average success, all types 
of students in day, summer and night classes, and my total 
teaching experience in English covers 35 years of day 
school, 19 sessions of summer school, 14 years of night 
school. Yet the California Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion has informed me that I am ineligible for, not only a 
permanent certificate, but even a preliminary (Substitute 
teacher ) certifieate. I lack 22 hours of ‘professional’ edu- 
cation in Curriculum and Techniques, covering scope and 
function of the secondary school, child growth and develop- 
ment, the learning process, secondary school curriculum, 
evaluation of instruction, personality development. .

Grady’s letter is just another trifle in the imposing 
body of evidence which has been building up over the 
years to the effect that the state department of education 
is conservative to the point where it can’t function to the 
maximum. 

Itll be interesting to watch, when the local school 
board too finds itself at loggerheads with the state agency.

By consolidating precincts in 
the April 18 election, Bruning 
pointed out, only 350 machines 
will be needed. By early 1962, 
the ccunty will have 800 of the 
modern devices to equip all 
regular precincts. 

In addition to the general 
public now using the machines 
throughout the county, special 
arrangements have been made 
to allow school classes to visit 
the banks so that the young- 
sters may have a chance to see 
and use the machines.

hand when the board voted 3-1, 
and not one single person ap- 
peared in support of it. 

Why then was the change 
made; especially in spite of the 
fact that county municipal fire 
officials were unanimous in 
their epinion the service would 
be greatly curtailed? Supervi- 
sors looked long and studied 
careully County Manager E. R. 
Stallings’ predictions of ‘at 
least $160,000 saving” per year 
to locel taxpayers. 

We remember back some 10 
years ago when the late Super- 
visor Henry Edmunds tried to 
get this change over. He point- 
ed out even then that San Ma- 
teo county was one of the few 
in the state that provided its 
own ‘watershed protection and 
that thousands of dollars could 
be saved local taxpayers with- 
out sacrificing service. 

The supervisors finally got 
around to this way of think- 
ing. Superviser J. V. Fitzger- 
ald moved for the change. 
Supervisor Alvin Hatch sec- 
onded and Supervisor Willi- 
am M. Werder went along. 
Only Board Chairman E. R. 
McDonald opposed and Su- 
pervisor T. Louis Chess ab- 
stained. 

Chess then moved the matter 
be referred back to Stallings 
to firm up the contract with 
the state providing for job se- 
curity for the department em- 
ployees as well as securing con- 
firmation of present contracts 
for fire protection with devel- 
oped areas that had contracts 
with the county. 

The state will continue these 
contracts and will maintain the 
present three county fire sta- 
tions at Belmont, Sky L’Honda 
and Pescadero. The state is ob- 
ligated to take over these du- 
ties at the request of the coun- 
ty and will pay rent for the 
fire stations and probably will 
purchase or rent the equipment 
now being used by the county. 

Actually the county fire 
department, as such, IS a 
state responsibility because 
its prime duty is to protect 
the forests in the watershed 
areas. 

While we realize people re- 
siding in unincorporated areas 
pay their share of the county 
taxes, actually it’s the city folks 
who assumed most of the tax 
responsibility for maintaining 
their fire protection. Yet city 
residents maintained their own 
costly fire departments. 


Possibly this shift to the state 
will cause a lot of people to 
realize they should join a near- 
by city, or there will be a sud- 
den drive for area fire protec- 
tion districts just as there is 
now in the Emerald Hills area 
west of this city. 

Manager Stallings, already in 
the midst of budget studies, is 
faced with one of the biggest 
red pencil jobs in history if the 
supervisors are to carry out 
their promise of a 10-cent pro- 
perty tax cut this year. 

Stallings admitted this week 
that the 1961-62 budget would 
jump considerably but there 
definitely will be the 10-cent 
tax cut promised. Huge increas- 
es asked in the health-welfare 
department (ap pro x imately 
two millions) can be pared 
drastically but still must rise 
over this year, he said. 

One reason is the staffing of 
the Crystal Springs Rehabilita- 
tion Center. New employees 
will be needed for the added 65 
beds. Social services will cost 
more, much more, according to 
recession figures, which could 
change before the budget is 
adopted. Fortunately for local 
taxes, most of these funds come 
from state and federal aid pro- 
grams (but who pays?) 

Another major jump that 
will show up in the budget 
but not on the tax rate will 
be the §2-million-plus office 
building which will be ready 
to get under way with the 
start of the new fiscal year 

July 1. 

Actually the Hall of Justice 
addition has been given No. 1 
priority but plans for the office 
building will be ready for bid- 
ding early in May so it was de- 
cided to go ahead with this five 
Story office building. The Hall 
of Justice addition is schedul- 
ed for a start in July of 1962. 
Can't say the county isn’t doing 
its share to bring the construte- 
tion industry back to the front.

He makes the point that, 
in the wake of Sputnik, a 
push in the fields of science, 
mathematics and _ foreign 
languages at the high school 
level has been made. 


But those students who have

studies in response to various 


j values of liberal arts educa- | 


pressures” and have failed, 
represent no gain to science | 
or to national security, Ire- 
land, who is also a counselor | 
at RHS, says. | 

“., .. There has been a 
certain loss to the individuals, | 
a loss in terms of attitude and | 
in terms of what otherwise 
they would have accomplish- 
ed educationally,” Ireland de- 
clares, “. A need exists | 
again for a declaration of the

“Scientists and technologists 
of all kinds have accomplished

Ireland quoted President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson, both war- 
time presidents, as express- 
ing the belief that music is 
a major means of expressing 
the common humanity of 
man that will eventually 
bring nations of the world

| increase, the statement says: 

| “Of the 25 cents tax rate in- 
| crease, approximately 19 cents 


will be used for the regular | 


‘operating expenses of the 
school year. The board, in ap- 
proving this amount has done 
so in recognition that this is 
the amount required to main- 
| tain the district’s current level 
and standard of education. 
| Even with this increase, class 


| sizes will still average above 25 
pupils per teacher. Education 
for an estimated 832 enroll- 
ment will be provided as op- 
posed to 735 for the current 
{school year. 

“The primary reason for 
the need to increase the op- 
erating tax rate is that en- 
rollment will increase by 
about 13 per cent whereas 
assessed valuation will in- 
crease by about 9 per cent.” 

The statement explains that 
the remaining six cents of the 
| 25-cent tax request would be 
| for a summer school “as a fur- 
| ther step in the board’s goal of 
| extending the school year.” 
| “According to the State’s for- 
mula,a six-week summer school 
| started before June 30 (the end 
| of the fiscal year) and with an 
jenroliment of 400 children 
| would provide our district with 
jan additional income from the 
| State of $1412 next year and 
| with an additional $12,656 the 
| following year.” 
| “The finaneing of this first 
| year’s cost has been worked 
| out to minimize the tax impact, 
| which will be nil after the first 
| year,” the statement continues. 

“The remaining two items, 
increase in the bond limit and 
| increase in state aid construc- 
tion loans are related only to 
the construction of new class- 
rooms. Voter approval of these 


two items is a first step toward | 


{financing new _ construction. 
State approval of growth esti- 


mates, amount of construction, | 


and architect’s plans must also 
be obtained before any of the 
money is released for district 
use.”
